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STAL PRECAUTIONS 


| BRITAIN KEEPS CLOSE WATCH 


: ON DISHONEST CLERKS. 
| 


“The Governm nt Clerk Wio Tries te 
Rob the Mails Has Absolutely Ne 
Chance of Escape—He Is Under a 
Never-Ending System of Espionage 
and the Letter-Carriers Are Care- 
fully Supervised. 


If the postoffice official in London, 
| England, is not a perfect type of 
| honesty it is certainly not the fault 
of the authorities, whose watchful 
; eyes are ever on the alert to detect 
the slightest straying from the straight 
‘path of rectitude; and it says much 
| for this system of espionage, and 
robably much more for the innate 
onesty of this great army of public 
servants, that they are so seldom 
caught tripping. 

hen we consider that at least 

$500,000,000 passes every year through 

{the hands of these men, many ot 
‘whom are none too well paid, and 
| that the letters they handle are count- 
ed annually in hundreds of millions, 
| it is little short of amazing that so 
|few of these valuables and missives 
fai] to reach their destination. “Post- 
office people,’’ says the secretary of 
a large guarantee association, ‘‘are 
exceedingly honest. Although we 
have 28,000 of them on our books, the 
number of defaulters averages only 
twelve a year.’’ One defaulter to more 
than 2,300 employes! Could any tes- 
timony to probity be more eloquent? 

Of course, there are black sheep in 
every flock, however carefully chosen; 
and it is to keep an eye on these 
undesirables that the postoffice has 
devised its machinery of detection, of 
whi the outside world knows so 
little, and which is so perfect in its 
working that the cleverest thief who 
ever drew Government pay cannot 
long elude it. Honest and dishonest 
alike are kept under a surveillance 
which never falters nor flags, and 
which keeps an unresting eye on them 
out of, as well as in, office hours, 
If an employe is found to be @ 
borrower of money, or if his creditors 
summon him to the County Court, 
he becomes suspect at once. If it is 
discovered that he is living in a house 
| and in a style beyond his apparent 
| means; if his wife takes a sudden 
| fancy to expensive finery; or if he 
| himself develops extravagant habits— 
all these are danger signals, and he 

becomes an object of special! attention 
to the postal detectives. 

He cannot move a finger unseen by 
| eyes whose duty it is to watch him, 
| though he himself never sees them. 
| Let us suppose that our suspectis a 
j sorter. In this character he has nat- 
| urally abundant opportunities of in- 
| tercepting letters containing valu- 
ables. He may have been doing this 
for a considerable time without de- 
tection. Now that his honesty has 
come under suspici 


The first test employed is to give 
| him an ascertained number of letters 
| to sort, and to count them afterwards. 
| None are missing. Evidently our man 
has not been tempted, or the tempta- 
tion has not been sufficiently strong. 
The next step in the detective process 
is to prepare a number of letters con- 
taining valuables — banknotes and 
postal orders, One of these is missing; 
but the most careful search of the 
sorter fails to reveal it. He has ea- 
caped this time, but suspicion has 
now become practical certainty, 


Now, five hundred letters are ad- 
dressed, each address being notes, 
and are given to ovr man to sort. 


This time there can be no failure if 
he yields to temptation. Immediately 
over his head as he works is a clock 
—(it is an actual case that is being 
described)--the works of which have 
been removed; and through the wind- 
| ing holes, the eyes of a detective con- 
ceuled in the adjoining room are 
watching his every movement. The 
sorter works rapidly, unconsciously; 
only a few letters now remain and 
the hidden detective begins to think 
once more he has failed. But wait 
& moment. The sorter picks up one of 
the remaining letters, and feels it with 
his fingers; he hastily produces a large 
addressed envelope from his pocket, 
| slips the letter into it, and fastens 
it down, A few minutes more, and 
his sorting is done—for ever. 

The large envelope into which he 
has slipped the letter containing ao 
bank note or postal orders, easily de- 
tected by his trained fingers) is found 
}to bear the address of a relative. 
‘Tais man has probably received many 
4 similar enciosure to convert into 
cash for uhe benefit of the sorter, who 
at last must pay the penalty of his 
dishonesty. 

Such is a sample of the methods of 
the postoffice detective system, which 
rarely fails to run the dishonest em- 
| ploye to earth, whether he be sorter, 
| postman or postmaster, 

The postman is even more subject 
to temptation than the sorter, and 
with less chance of detection. Thou- 
sands of pounds pass yearly through 
his hands; and he is just as skilful 
4s the sorter in discovering the letters 
that contain valuables, ‘ith the help 
‘of his fingers or his lantern he knows 
to a certainty which envelopes con- 
tain bank notes or postal orders, and 
it says much for his honesty that he 
ix sv seldom tempted to annex them, 
He knows, too, well enough—the ad- 
| vertising columns of the newspapers 
will tell him — which firms in his 
ound are in the habit of receiving 
orders containing money. To inter- 
cept a few of these letters, to open 
them by means of a damped piece of 
felt or the steam of a ‘kettle, is an 
jeasy matter. If they are found to 
povialy nothing negotiable, it is equal.
